start of the race,” said Tim Zigila, 
president of the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commerce. 

Now, spectators can place 
blankets at the starting point of 
the race at 4 p.m. on Saturday, 
which is two hours prior to the 
start of the 6 p.m. pre-marathon 
program. 

Fencing and signs will be post- 
ed to educate spectators of the 
new rule, and Grayling City 
Police will enforce the change. 

“We just want to give every- 
body an equal chance to see the 
start of the race,” said Grayling 
City Attomey Dave Sabin. 

Officials said they would 
mount an education campaign to 
notify people of the new rule just 
as they have had to do when 
bridges have been closed for the 
AuSable Canoe Marathon. 

“We will have to weather

Zigila said,

A key piece of the puzzle for 
the future of the Animal Shelter 
of Crawford County will be put 
in place later this month. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioner’s Ways and 
Means Comnnittee, at a meeting 
last week recommended the full 
board approve a quit claim deed 
to designate property for the 
future shelter. 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Land 
Exchange Review Committee 
approved a change which would 
allow the county to combine 27 
acres used for the county fair- 
grounds and five acres set aside 
for a new anima} shelter. 

The change will allow the 
shelter to be located closer to M- 
93, giving it greater public 
access and cutting down on 
building and maintenance cost. 

After ‘the quit claim deed is 
received by the state, a new deed 
will be executed which will 
restrict the the property to be 
used for public purposes.

Officials look 
at graduation 
date change

Crawford AuSable School 
District officials are studying the 
possibility of moving the gradua- 
tion date to avoid potential con- 
flicts with end of the year sport- 
ing events. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board at its June meeting dis- 
cussed holding graduation cere- 
monies on Sunday rather than 
Friday evening. 

The potential change has been 
brought to the table due to stu- 
dent athletes on spring sports 
teams, who qualify for state and 
district level competition, said 
Superintendent Milli Haug, 

Both this year and last year, 
state track ftnals were held on 
the day after graduation and the 
district had students who quali- 
fied to compete. The girls golf 
team would also have had to 
been at the state meet on the same 
day as graduation this year if it 
would have qualified to compete. 

“We would hate to have kids 
not be able to compete at state 
and district level because they 
have to attend graduation,” Haug 
said. 

Haug said the board would pull 
other school officials and citizens 
such as the volunteers who orga- 
nize Project Graduation into dis- 
cussions as the potential gradua- 
tion change is being considered.

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) first 
opened its doors on July 1, 1905 
with a staff of five people and a 
$10,000 budget. At the time, the 
government organization was 
only involved with the establish- 
ment and maintenance of high- 
ways. Over the last century, the 
department has expanded signifi- 
cantly, with the Grayling branch 
celebrating the past and planning 
for the future. Starting on July 1, 
MDOT began its centennial cele- 
bration. 

“It’s special to us,” said Bonnie 
Bussard, manager of’ the 
Grayling MDOT transportation 
service center. MDOT’s first 100 
years were rather historical, with 
the department claiming several 
national firsts. 

Among these are the nation’s 
first roadside park (1919), the 
first painted centerline (1911), 
the first four way traffic light 
(1918) and the development and 
use of the first practical highway 
snowplow (1922), 

Today’s MDOT, which has a 
budget in the millions of dollars, 
supervises everything from atr- 
ports to railways. The local 
branch, located on Hartwick 
Pines Road, serves six counties 
and is highly involved in opera- 
lions locally. It was founded in 
1998 to provide greater service 
for people living between 
Cadillac and Alpena. 

“What we do is all the design 
and development for these six 
counties,” said Bussard. “We can 
talk to people a lot more often 
and sce what they would like.” 

Although the Grayling service 
center's projects focus mostly on 
state trunk lines (¢.g., M-72) and 
I-Routes, they also offer other 
local services, such as the issuing 
of permits for wide loads and

Earlier this year, both Democratic 
Gov, Jennifer Granholm and leaders of 
the Republican-controlled legislature 
were singing the praises of a new bud- 
geting process — something called “out- 
come based budgeting.” 

Under this process, budget makers 
first prioritize which activities of state 
government are of highest value and 
achieve best results, and should receive 
tax support. 

The legislature established “results 
teams” of lawmakers and experts to 


scrutinize all existing state programs and 
decide which are most important, which 
are working and which deserve support. 

Gov. Granholm proclaimed her budget 


proposal was focused on six goals: 
Education, health and human services, 
environment, the state’s economy, and 
homeland security. 

p * * * 

THESE PREPARATIONS were based 
on budgeting approaches detailed in a 
book called “The Price of Government: 
Getting the Results We Need in an Age 
of Permanent Fiscal Crisis,” co-authored 
by Peter Hutchinson, who developed his 
ideas and budgeting systems as a budget 
official in another state. 

Mr. Hutchinson eventually left the 
state government where his budget ideas 
seemed to work so he could spread his 
budgeting gospel more widely through 
Public Strategies Group, a private con- 
sulting firm he co-founded. 

When his book was warmly embraced 
both by Gov. Granholm and legislative 
leaders, Mr. Hutchinson was retained by 
outside private interest groups in 
Lansing to offer his budgeting magic in 
Michigan, too, commanding a fee of 


$750,000 to help the legislature. apply 

his program to the Michigan budget. 
The tie-in, of course, is that all this 

happened in Minnesota a few years back 


under Gov. Jesse Ventura, predecessor to . 
present Gov. Tim Pawlenty, where Mr. 


Hutchinson was employed as a budget 
official. 

It took a few years, but the magic of 
the Hutchinson prioritizing and out- 
come-based budgeting system seems to 
have run out .... at least in Minnesota. 

* * * 

MINNESOTA IS not Michigan, of 
course, nor is it the only state govern- 
ment which has succumbed to stalemate. 


According to news reports about the 


Minnesota situation, Tennessee experi- 
enced the most recent state shutdown in 
2002. 

And of course, the federal government 
shut down briefly a few years back ~ 
when President Bill Clinton and con- 
gress stared eyeball to eyeball over the 
federal budget and neither blinked. 


All of which indicates there is a lot 
more to successful government budget- 
ing than a new and different approach. 

Willingness to compromise, to give 
and take between conflicted interests 
and competing political parties, is prob- 
ably much more vital to success in any 
government. 

Will the Hutchinson plan for outcome- 
based budgeting be effective in 
Michigan? Is it the best way for 
Michigan state government to go? 

Time will tell. 

But this is for certain: As long as state 
government is divided between parti- 
sans, no approach to budgeting or any 
other state problem will be effective 
without a willingness to cooperate and 
compromise by those who control deci- 
sions.

per reported that in Uttar 
Pradesh, India a young Indian 
woman allegedly raped by her 
father-in-law must now be mar- 
ried to him. Muslim clerics 
serving as village elders deter- 
mined that the woman’s rape 
had “nullified” her marriage to 
her - husband. So they have 
ordered her to live with her 
father-in-law and become his 
wife. 

This 28-year-old mother of 
five children was ordered by the 
village elders to live with her 
parental family © for seven 
months and 10 days to become 
“pure” again before she could 
then become her father-in-law’s 
wife. According to one of the 
clergy she would at that time 
“then be like a mother" to her 
former husband and _ therefore 
her former husband would 
become like her son. 

The incident had happened 
while her husband of ten years, 
Noor Mohammed, was away 
from home two weeks working. 
Against family wishes including 
those of her own husband, she 
went to the local police who 
have since filed a rape case and 
are planning to arrest her father- 
in-law Ali Mohammed. 

God’s laws against all forms 
of incest are detailed carly in 


The Asian Age Daily newspa-. 


oy Scripture. Leviticus’ 18:6 


sets the broad standard: “None 
of you shall approach to any that 
is near of kin to him, to uncover 
their nakedness: I am _ the 
LORD.” The most specific law 
against incest with a daughter- 
in-law is found in Leviticus 
18:15: “Thou shalt not uncover 
the nakedness of thy daughter in 
law: she is thy son’s wife; thou

This results in expensive 
long distance phone charges and 
is often made without your 
knowledge or approval. Some 
consumers have had charges of 
over $1,000 because of this 
scam. 

You can help minimize the

¢ Request an International Call 
Block on your line, if you have 
no need to place international 


calls. This can be done by con- ~ 


tacting your local long distance 
phone service provider. 


* Ask your long distance 


provider about adding an account 
code to your long distance 
account if you have the need to 
place international calls, This 
will require that an access code 
be dialed prior to any direct 
dialed, long distance call being 
completed.
